broke and

launch to the midstream, causing it 
to drift swiftly toward the govern­ 
ment dam. 
Archie Adams, who was 
in control of the luanch, was power­ 
less to avoid the impending danger. 
Members of the club nearby saw the 
launch drifting and ran for 
assist­ 
ance. 
A Hie Crouch, Jr., crossed the 
river in a small boat in company with 
Rev. K. L. Carroll and D. D. Adams 
and started in the direction of 
the 
dam, going 
within 
50 feet of 
the 
falls. 
At the time they reached this 
point the launch struck the dam. 
An 
effort was made to hold the launch, 
hut it turned sideways and went ov­ 
er the dam. 
The young ladies were previously 
provided with life 
belts, and 
were 
thrown from the launch as it

Lake City, Fla., July 
8.—Thomas 
W. 
Higginbotham, 
former 
convict 
whipping boss, was found guilty 
of 
murder in the second degree of Mar­ 
tin Tabert of North Dakota, by 
a 
jury here yesterday. 
Higginbotham 
was sentenced 
to 
twenty years’ imprisonment and was 
released on 
$10,000 
bond 
pending 
hearing of appeal. 
The jury was out one hour 
.m i 
twenty minutes. 
The former whipping boss was ac­ 
cused of having caused the death of 
Tahert as the result of a beating ad­ 
ministered while the North Dakotan 
was serving a term in the 
Putnam 
Lumber 
Company’s 
convcit 
camp. 
The trial consumed thirteen days. 
The death of Talbert finally result­ 
ed in an investigation of the convict 
leasing system 
and its 
abolishment 
by 
the 
Florida Legislature. 
That 
body also prohibited corporal punish­ 
ment. 
Before the Florida 
Legisla­ 
ture convened, the Senate of North 
Dakota adopted 
a memorial asking 
the Florida law makers 
to investi­ 
gate the death of Talbert. 
Higginbotham was charged 
with 
having whipped Tabert so 
severely 
that 
traumatic 
pneumonia set 
in, 
which resulted in death four 
days 
after the whipping. 
The defense admitted 
the 
whip­ 
ping, but contneded 
it was “within 
the law”, basing this 
on testimony 
adduced from 
testimony 
that only 
from eight to ten lashes were struck. 
The Florida convict camp regulations 
at that time permitted administer­ 
ing as many as t&n lashes. 
The de­ 
fense contended Tabert died from lo- 
bifr pnuemonia, using 
the 
Putnam 
Lumber 
Company’s physician. 
Dr. 
Caper* Jones, as a witness. 
He tes­ 
tified there were no signs of tra u ­ 
matism on the bodjf when he examin­ 
ed Tabert. 
Tabert was whipped while serving 
as a convict in the lumber company’s 
camp, January 27, 1022. The defense 
claimed he died on February 2. Tes­ 
timony adduced from scores of wit­ 
nesses resulted in dismissal from of­ 
fice of Sheriff J. R. Jones and Coun­ 
ty Judge B. F. Willis of Leon Coun­ 
ty, who arrested and sentenced Ta­ 
bert. 
Tabert was arrested for riding 
a freight train 
through Tallahassee 
and sentenced to three m onths’ im­ 
prisonment.

Cecil, who, before entering 
the Cabinet, repeatedly urged 
this

don and Geneva.

with the conditions th at no new ac­ 
knowledgment of war guilt be 
re­ 
quired and that Germany be 
given 
assurances of a seat on the league 
of National Council, which conditions 
— particularly

latter— probably 
are enough to prevent her entry. 
Another obstacle is her fear that 
her entry into the league may open 
the way to the proposed league con­ 
trol of the Rhineland, against which 
it
